ner a good man imape well ſuppole, that tiele actes and 
puniſhmentes be the workes of god, and thetbp nap levi 
the feare of god. As that tprannes bane been greuouſely 
punyſhed accordenge to thys lentence: Be that taketh the 
fiwo2de,that is, whpche wythout auctorptpe blurpeth the 
rpybt of reuengyng be Mall perpHe bp the ſworde. Cone 
trarpwple, itis euydent,that good prynces bee preſerued 
and defended by god, and that allo ihe Ethnykes 01d tell 
perceyue in that thep2 princes bad great affiaunce inthe 
helpe of tbep2 goddes. For Homere the poete ſayth: God 
calteth bis hyoelde in the batayle, to defende the papnces, 
Hefetgnech alfo euerp prprite fo be vnder ebe pratectpar 
of bis god, as {C appereth by the goddeſſe Pallas, whyche 
alwaves was presente wyth Achilles. Wut this thynge is 
moze plapielp expꝛreſſedin the hyſtorves of the bolp {cryp: 
ture,ag ia Poe Abraham, pales Daapd,Czecbtas, and 
thz other princes and kinges, whom god alwapes peters 
cd. Aaa cheir examples be (et before the eies of allother 
princes, that thes maye certapnlp know, that in lyke ma⸗ 
ater go) woll Defends all good kinges. Foꝛ thps orfference 
fg beiwene the balp amd prophane bpitozpes, that in them 
be ſhewed the teſty mones of the wozkes of god, andthe 
Which: do notanelp entreate of cyuile matters, but chiefs 
“Ipdoo reprefente Onto 03 the kyngdome of god, that goed 
‘geueth his (9.920, that of fis mercy fe wrlifauc bs, wher 
{a the hyftoryes of the gentiles be ignorant. Cherfoze prin

¶ Di the origynall beaynnvnges of man, after the falfe 
opynion ofthe Ethnike philoſophier. 


He phiſoſophyer sf auncyent tyme ( who 
wythout knowledge of the verye true god⸗ 
bead, many bundzed peres gone bane ſette 
oute biffezpesin twozttpnge) were of Diners 
oppnions,concernyng the ozigtnall begpns 
me nyng of man. Foglome of them belencd toc 
two2lde co haue bec a thynge vncreated, that tsto lapes 
wichout begynnyng: and incogruptibie,that fs, nener to 
Pane ende: and lybewyſe mankpnode to haue been of etet 
nallcontinuance. Dtber fome ottheim were of opprictt, 
that the wozlde was created and cozruptphle, and auou⸗ 
chcd, that man tobe the begynnyng of generacton by fucs 
eeflion of tyme. $02 their imagynacion was, that at (be 
fort begynnyng of thpnges,botbe the ſkye ant the earthe 
Had onc (ole fourme and thape,the nature of tbe one wyth 
the other intermingled, and in proces, the fame bodies dil 
feucred,the vniuerſal wwozlde fo haue receiued thys ozder 
whtche tue fe at thys preſente. And fyrſte the apse to haue

After thys the know⸗ 
lage of fp2e,and cfother thpnges for mans tle neceſſarys 
percepued and lerned,the other tommodityes of mannes 
ipfe were in ſhorte ſpace founde out. F tnallp neceſſitye be 
ynge made the fcholemapfires of thpnges,minifired onte 
the wittes of tuery Cingular perfone,cunnpng and expert 
pꝛactiſyng: and vnto them were alſo geuen to adiutours 
to belpe them, handes, ſpeeche 02 con municactonand cr: 
rruͤency of mynde. And thoſe phyloſophiers whyche irere 
througblp perltwaded,thatthts was the caygprall begyn⸗
